The vast majority 
of these seized the opportunity to flee 
during the engagement and general 
pillage broke out, many of the tribes 
seeking to carry off as much booty as

Abd-El-Aziz and his escort retreated 
in an orderly manner to Settat. his 
army being pursued by the victorious 
troops of Mulai Hafid Abd-1l-Aziz 
was accompanied in his flight by the 
grand vizier, the minister of foreign 
affairs, the French military mission 
and two ‘British officers. A Tangier 
newspaper states that British officers 
and several French officers are miss- 
ing.

Paris, August 23.—News of the proe- 
lamation as a sultan of Mulai Hafig is 
taken here to mark the complete tri- 
umph of the usurping sultan ang the 
downfall of Abd-El-Aziz, the sultan of 
record, who, according to the latest 
reports, has definitely givtn up the 
struggle and announced his intention 
of retiring to Damascus, where he will 
await the turn in the tide of fortune 
before he raises his standard again. 

While not minimizing the gravity of 
the situation created by the battle, the 
Paris newspapers are inclineg to use 
caution in forecasting the future, in 
view of the frequent vaciliations of the 
fortunes of the rival sultans in the 
past. The Temps says: 

“The powers have always held the 
vanquished sultan of yesterday to be 
the legitimate ruler and they cannot 
ebandon that position because of one 
defeat, but if he prove unable to re- 
cover from that blow and definitelv 
abandon the struggle, Europe as a 
whole, and not one or two powers 
alone, can validly indorse his rival. 
This recognition can be neither quickly 
nor easily effected. Mulai Hafid must 
first of all accept the act of Algiers 
and all the treaties outstanding be- 
tween Morocco and the individual pow- 
ers. It ig a mooted point as to whether 
Mulai Hafid, the sultanof the Holy War, 
can accept these without ceasing to be 
the anti-European leader to whom the 
natives have given their confidence.”

The track had been undermined by tor- 
rential rains falling a few hours pre- 
viously, and, without receiving warning, 
Engineer Gilstrap drove his locomotive 
into the deathtrap. The locomotive 
‘turned completely over, catching the un- 
fortunate engineer and fireman, pig- 
ioning beneath and mutilating both men 
considerably.

Engineer Gilstrap is survived by his 
wife and five little cnildren.

Prank of Tropical Storm. 


(From The Boston Transcript.) 

The four-masted schooner James R. Drake 
is at McPhee's shipyard in Fast Boston un- 
dergoing repiirs for one of the most pecullar 
accidents in the history of navigation. 

While cruising in southern waters the 
schooner was caught mn a cyclonic storm 
which revolved around the vessel in such «@ 
manner that all four of her masts were 
twisted in their steps. When the ship car- 
penters investigated the schooner prepara- 
tofy to beginning their work they could 
scarcely believe thef® eyes. Plainly some ro- 
tary motion of wind and storm fad caught 
the poles in a leverage, forcing them just 
half way around. No explanation is offered 
for the ‘masts not coming out cf the vessel.

No other dam- 
age was received during the storm, and al- 
though the masts were turned they were not 
injured in the least 

The accident is the first of its kind in the 
memortes of the oldest navigators about the 
haffor. They say that of all freaky gales 
reported of the tropics this is the strangest, 
and many refused to believe the story unfit!

Money Used in Speculation, 


is stated 


Asked for the motive which prompted 
the deed, Mr. Young said that he had 
reasun to Delieve that part of the 
money went to satisfy a previously con- 
tracted speculative debt, and he as 
serted that he had evidence that the 
prisoner had been implicated in other 
thefts prior to the coup @f February 
20, of last year. 

The first intimation that any of tne 
officials had of a gshort- 
age was when Fitzgerald, who had 
been a government employee for Seven 
years, walked from his cage over (to 
the cashier, F.C. Russell, and .told him 
was short $173,000. 

“What is that, short $173,000”? Why

An examination of Fitzgerald's books 
showed that the shortage was not a 
matter of bookkKeeping, but of actual 
loss. Further investigation, it is said, 
developed that by a strange coinci- 
dence that the balance retained by 
the assorting teller in his custody the 
night before was the exact amOunt of 
the money missing. Inquiry at Wash- 
ington showed that the money had not 
been shipped there by mistake. 

Three Previous Thefts, 

Porter, chief of the United 
service in Chicago, as- 
certained that tnree previous thefts 
had taken place, it is alleged, in fitz- 
gerald’s cage prior to this time. These 
losses are respectively $500, $600 and 
$900. Fitzgerald, when questioned, 
laid suspicion upon a party Of work- 
men, who had been employed about the 
sub-treasury the day previous. The 
money, Fitzgerald said, lay in stacks 
upon his desk in a dark corner of the 
cage and might easily have been 
reached from under the grating. He 
said that at least a dozen men had ac- 
cess ‘to the cage. Fitzgerald handled 
about $1,000,000 each day. It 4was nis 
custom each night to lock the money in 
hig private steel box. Fitzgerald con- 
stantly asserted his innocence with an 
air of injured dignity which finally 
was effective in the absence of direct 
evidence, in diverting suspicion in other 
directifns. John E. Wilkie, chief otf 
the United States secret service, after 
a consultation with Secretary Snaw, 
of the treasury, and President Roose- 
velt, took personal charge of the casey 
A widespread and systematic investi- 
gation, covering the whole country, fol- 
lowed, but without obtaining sufficient 
evidence to warrant an arrest. No re- 
ward, however, was offered.

What the Commission Says. 


In prefacing its report, 
Sion says: 

“Work on. the construction of the 
Isthmian canal has paseed through two 
Stages, those of planning and of prep- 
aration. It is now in the third and 
final stage, the stage of construction. 
Both the earlier stages required the 
presence of a large working force, 
necessarily quartered in a temporary 
and makeshift accommodation. Be- 
cause of these conditjons, inevitable ar 
the outset, early crivicis of the canal 
enterprise mistook the initial and tem- 
porary outfit for the permanent equip- 
ment. 

“The terrible scourge of yellow feve1, 
against which the French struggled in 
vain, the filthy and pest-breeding state 
of the principal Panamanian towns, 
the rough labor camps and other pio- 
neer hardships of the first two eras, 
have been eliminated through ine 
brilliant and persistent activity of the 
department of sanitation, the depart- 
ment of municipal engineering, and fhe 
building department. Today we find 
vellow fever driven from the Isthmus, 
malaria and pneumonia greatly re- 
duced and a high average of health 
established. 

“Although the government's !mme- 
diate object on the Isthmus is to dig 
the canal and to provide living quar- 
ters for a temporary enterprise, it has, 
in fact, created comfortable homes 
and well organized social communi- 
ties for its working force.” 


Progress of the Work. 


Of the progress the work, 
report says: 

“This year over two and a third mll- 
lion cubic yards were excavated § in 
each of the winter months—the dry 
season in Panama—a million yards be- 
ing approximately equal to a square 
‘mile one foot deep. To prepare this 
immense mass for removal, 405 tans 
of dynamite was used per month and 
to make the dirt fly to this extent, 32 
95-ton steam shovels, 37 70-ton, 10 46- 
ton and 24 others were in constant 
use. A total of 4,146 cars and 302 loco- 
motivés moved this mass to the dumps. 
A fleet of 18 barges, 15 dredges and 31! 
other vessels were at work in the 
dredging service. 

“On April 30, last, 26,118 men were 
actually at work for the isthmian canal 
commission, and 7,075°at work for the 
Panama ralilroad—a total of 33,193."’ 

In speaking of the moral of the ser- 
vice, the report says: 

“From the outset we were strongly 
impressed by the spirit of good will and 
loyalty of the employees, inspired 
through the accessibility of the chief 
engineer. Colonel George W. Goethals, 
to all complainants, and his prompt in- 
vestigation in person or by deputy of 
all complaints made.’’

Any 
natural, normal development of the in- 
tellect is religious improvement, and 
every literary school is a schvol of re- 
ligion. Furthermore, the truth is food 
for tine human soul, by whieh it gtows 
and becomes strong and noble. Truth is 
instrumental. It is througa a knowledge 
of the truth that we find freedom and 
peace and strength. Besides, the more 
highly developed the mental life is, the 
more correctly one thinks, the more com- 
plete and perfect his Knowledge, other 
things ‘being equal, the better will ve 
his type of religion.”

Tariff Revision—Not Demolition. 

The New Orleans Picayune, whose 
democracy ig not open to question, 
scouts the clamor that is raised here 
und there regarding free trade and 
tariff revision, and speaks a few plain 
facts in the following language:

There are many ar- 
ticles that could and would be tmporteg 
from abroad which would contribute to 
the revenue if they were not kept out 
by excessive exactions. As they are 
not imported they do not pay any tariff 
charges.

This ts the| 
church to which John D. Rockefeller 
belongs, a8 everyone knows, and it is 
putting it modestly to say that he is 
greatly beloved by the people of this 
church. Contrary to a common im- 
pression, this church is largely made 
up of the poorest church class in the 
city. It was once thé fashionable Bap- 
tist church in Cleveland. It is not so 
now at all. 

“The other rich people nave nearly all 
left it for fhe churches in the handsome 
résidence sections. Mr. Rockefeller, not 
being a fashionable type of man in his 
sympathies, remains with the church of 
his youth which is working among the 
poorer people of tne city. There is not 
much sign of what Hon. Sydney Tapp 
callg ‘church graft’ in the Euclid A've- 
nue church. I preached by the aid of 
a brass band every Sunday afternoon at 
7 o'clock in front of the church to the 
people gathered in the etreet.

“They do not even have a chair in the 
Euclid Avenue church. The evening 
services are always intensély evangelis- 
tic, followed by an after meeting for 
enquirers. 

“Probably the most significant expe- 
rience of my vacation was the greai con- 
ference at Clifton, Mags. 

“Seventy leading men of north and 
south, two-thirds of them being from 
the south, were brought together by Mr. 
W.N. Hartshorn, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Internationa] Sun- 
day School Association, to consider if 
practical agencies for the moral educa- 
tion of the negro mignt not be@ organized 
in the south in connection with their 
schools. The conference met in the 
great Sun Parlor of Dyke Rock Cottage, 
overhanging the open sea—fifteen miles 
from Boston. The questiong discussea 
were bent toward practical resdts in 
Christian education for the negro. The 
several negro speakers and the southern 
white men agreed as to the facta affect- 
ing the moral status of the negro race. 
Perfect freedom and entire frankness 
marked tne discussions. 


What Negro Speakers Said.

ence was the fact brought out by the 
négro speakers that While 6n the whoié 
the sympathy of the intelligent white 
people of the south with the negro peo- 
ple was.on the increase, the sympathy 
of the game class of white people in the 
north ‘was on the decrease. 

“The conference must be regarded as a 
notable. event, viewed from whatever 
angle, especially from the standpoint of 
the south. ° 

“It was the largest assembly of intelii- 
gence and experience With negro educa- 
tion ever secured in this country. Tnirty- 
two institutions for negro education were 
represented. It wag the first time such a 
concentration of attention on the mora} 
phase of negro progress in his education 
was ever secured.

The first demurrer to the ina.ctments 
charged the officials ‘ointly with a fel- 
ony in borrowing more than 25 per 
cent of the bank’s capital. This was 
heard several] weeks ago. 

The second demurrer was 
the indictment chargine Mr. Thornton, 
president of the Neal bank, with bor- 
rowing $7!,500 from the bank as exe- 
cutor of the Neal estate, without the 
consent of the directors, for his personal 
use. This was argued by Attorney Cox 
before Judge Roan on Saturday. Mr. 
Cox argued that the loan was made 
with the knowledge of the directors, 
and was made in 1903, and thereby. 
barred by the statue of Iimitations. 

The third demurrer was a reply to an 
indictment charging Vice President 
Manry with swearing falsely to a state- 
ment of thé bank’s resources. Attor- 
ney Reuben Arnold argued on Saturday 
that Mr. Manry had not sworn to the 
oath as worded in the code. 

The decision of Judge Roan on these 
three Gemurrers is awaited for with in- 
terest by the Atlanta people, but what 
his decision will be no one has ag yet 
been able to surmise.

COTTON CROP 
IN GOOD SHAPE 


Reports From Different States 
Indicate Good 
Stands, 


Memphis, Tenn., August 25.—The 
Commercial-Appeal tomorrow wil) puDb- 
lish the following summary of cotton 
crop conditions: 

With very few exceptions the rain- 
fall of the week was beneficial. It 
was not sufficiently well distributed, 
however, to satisfy the needs of the 
plant in all sections, 

Parts of South Carolina and Georgia 
and a few counties in Alabama and, 
Mississippi need moisture. The cotton 
in Georgia and South Carolina ig open- 
ing very rapidly, and some deterioria- 
tion has undoubtedly taken place. Over 
the central states of the belt and the 
western with the exception of southern 
Texas, cotton is not opening rapidly 
and picking is merely in an incipient 
stage. Extremely hot weather delayed 
picking in Texas, but rains late in th» 
week relieved the heat and furnished 
needed moisture. 

There is some complaint from the 
lowlands of the Mississippi river that 
the stalk has made excessive growth 
and that bolis are rotting, but so far 
no serious injury is reported. 

Weevils have appeared in a much 
enlarged territory in Louisiana during 
the season. Planters art much alarmed 
and some damage is being done. in 
Texas, except in the eastern parts of 
southern Texas, weevil injury has been 
slight. The plant everywhere is well 
fruited, has grown large and is often 
still vigorous and making squares and 
bolls.

Farm Correspondence. 


CUTTING AND SHOCKING CORN. 


R. N. Anderson, Farmington, Ga.—I have 6 
acres in upland corn, which Is nothing extra, 
but fairly good. Labor ts scarce, so I believe 
‘o cut the whole thing down would be a sav- 
ing in labor as well as feed. I can get a 
machine ta cut it with which cuts one row at 
@ time and piles. Will you please advise me 
when to cut, what stage the fodder and corn 
should be in, how long to leave in piles as 
machine leaves it, how long to stay tn shocks, 
and if I should hate twine to tie shocks 
with? Which is the best, the old way, pulling 
fodder and corn or to cut and save altogether? 
Please give me an early reply, for I shall 
wait to heer and my fodder won't stand very 
long. Stamp inclosed. Many thanks fgr kind- 
ness. 

Answer: The proper time to cut and 
shock corn, instead of pulling the 
blades in the usual way, is about one 
week or such a matter later than the 
Stage at which*’you would “pull foa- 
der'’ were you to continue that ancient 
practice. 

There is no necssity for leaving the 
cut stalks in piles at ali, but you may 
shock as fast as you cut, putting about 
300 stalks ‘in a shock. I have repeat- 
edly cut and shocked immediately after 
a heavy shower, when the stalks were 
“as wet @s water could make them.” 

The corn should remain in the shocks 
from four to six weeks, or possibly 
longer. If there be no rainfall, ex- 
cepting light showers. the corn and 
stalks will be sufficiently dry and 
cured in four or five weeks. 

You #nould make the shocks care- 
fully and tie tightly just below the 
tassies, using two strands of binders 
twine. Make a “shockKer’’ thus: Get 
‘a light skinned pole, or a 3x3 scant- 
ling, about !0 or 12 feet long. Put 
two legs, 5 or 6 feet long, in one end 
like an ordinary saw-bench. About 4 
or 5 feet back from’ the legs bore an 
inch and a haif hole and provide a 
loose pin about 6 feet long to be in- 
serted in the hole. Place the shocker 
where you wish to make a shock. with 
the loose pin inserted. Lay an armful

You can then stand on the shocker and 
do the tieing act. There is a patent. 
tightener made for the purpose of 
drawing the tops of the stalks very 
tightly together, but this will do very 
well: Tie an ordinary trace-chain or 
lhame-ring in one end of a piece of 
plow line (a sash cord is better) 8 feet 
long. Sling the ring end around the 
shock, catch it as it comes around, put 
the loose end through the ring and 
pull tightly as you can and lock it tem- 
porarily. y ot tie with two strands of 
binder twine and then remove the 
tightener and the job is finished.

I have lived in Georgia nearly five years 
and have always cut and shocked my corn; 
never pulled a butte of blades or bought a 
eotton seed hull in my lfe.. I feed shredded 
fodder to horses and cattle In the barn or hay 
to horses in the barn and whole fodder te 
horses and cattle in the lot. I will guarantee 
that nine out of ten, if they will put the 
chain to the land and corn on the scales, 
will raise hay shred or buy the other fellow’s 
fodder.

but the correct name is psedoluxation 
Of the stifle joint, or false dislocation 
of the patella, or Kneecap. The stifle 
joint is the one next to the flank of 
a horse (or mule), and corresponds to 
the knee-joint of a man. A partial dis- 
placement of this patella. or kneecap, 
is the cause of the trouble, and this is 
due to a fall; or a struggle to rise when 
down; or to a kick; sometimes to a 
lack of tonicity of structure and gen- 
eral ability. When it is so bad that the 
leg is stretched out straight behind. 
tle a rope below the fetlock and pull 
the leg forward with force, and at the 
same time forcibly push the patella, or 
kneecap, forward and inward so ag to 
make it slip.into its proper position. 
Foment the joint with warm water. or 
cold douches, and give entire liberty in 
a box stall or in the pasture. Thor- 
oughly rub {Into the skin over and around 
the joint any good liniment (Sloan's 
Blood and Bone Liniment is good) once 
or twice a day.

Answer: It is a case of -garget. or 
inflammation of the udder, which might 
have been relieved if it had been 
promptly and properly treated. It has 
now run on so long-without effective 
treatment that it has assumed the 
chronic form, and it is extremely doubt- 
ful if the bag can be brought into 
healthy funetional condition again. The 
proper treatment at this stage is as 
follows: Mix well together two drams 
of pure lodine and two ounces of clean 
lard and rub a little on the bag every 
other day (rub in well) until it. becomes 
soft. Milk regularly, using patience 
and gentleness, and thus aid in the 
process of softening and of restoring 
the milk function.

H. M. J., Troy, Ala.—As I have always 
gained a lot of information from your valu- 
able paper, I think you are doing a great 
work.
